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BRAZIL ORE MAY FILL U.S. STEEL NEEDS 
Rio Doce Project to Export 1,500,000 Tons Annually 


The ever-expanding steel industry in the United 
States, now facing critical times because of the dwind- 
ling supplies of iron ore deposits, is expected to find 
substantial relief in the currently developing Rio Doce 
Valley project of Brazil. This gigantic iron-ore region, 
which is beginning to be known as the “Ruhr” of 
Brazil, reportedly holds 23% of the global iron-ore 
deposits. Moreover, the quality is among the highest 
in the world. It contains 68% of metallic iron. The 
maximum yield of metallic iron from hematite ore is 
70.4%. Thus the Brazilian product is on a par with 
the best Swedish ore and is at least 15% higher in 
content than the best ore in the United States. 


The Rio Doce project went into high gear during 
World War II when much of its ore was used in the 
manufacture of war equipment in Great Britain. The 
United States, through the Export-Import Bank, ex- 
tended a loan of $14,000,000 to improve the railroad 
and docking areas to hasten the extraction and ship- 
ping of the product. Recently another loan of $7,500,- 
000 was granted to accelerate the tempo of activity. 


The iron-ore deposits, as well as vast deposits of 
gold, manganese, bauxite, nickel, mica, rock crystal 
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and semi-precious stones, lie scattered over an area 
of 25,000 square miles. The best quality ore with a 
total volume of nearly 300,000,000 tons lies concen- 
trated in an area of only five miles in length and one 
mile wide where four mountain peaks of almost solid 
iron-ore stand ready to be taken apart. 


Mountains of Ore 


The actual mining process is entirely surface and 
unusually simple. The four mountains are Caué, Dois 
Corregos (two streams) and Conceigao. The only 
mountain being mined is Caué, which is about 4,600 
feet high. 


The iron-ore area is being administered by the Rio 
Doce Valley Company (Companhia do Vale Rio 
Doce), headed by a directorate of three Brazilians 
and two Americans. The company is capitalized at 
$15,000,000 with most of the bonds held by the 
Brazilian Government. The public holds six per cent 
preferred stock with the maximum dividends limited 
to 15%. All profits above this level are devoted to ex- 
tending the development of the area. 


Rio Doce first came into world focus in 1908 when 
the Natural Resources Congress, largely inspired by 
President Theodore Roosevelt was held at Stockholm, 
Sweden. The world was jolted by the report of the 
Brazilian delegation which announced that the Rio 
Doce Valley iron ore potential totalled three billion 
tons in the State of Minas Gerais, with the choice ore 
in the town of Itabira, where mining had already got- 
ten under way. 


Railroad Construction 


In 1909 the Brazilian Government authorized the 
construction of a rail-line to connect Itabira with the 
port of Vitoria, a little more than 300 miles away. 
Much of this railroad was single-track and narrow 
gauge built by a French company. Because it was 
being paid a fixed sum per kilometer the company con- 
veniently forgot that a straight line is the shortest 
distance between two points and began to lay track 
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all around the place. Thus when American engineers 
set to work in 1942 to improve the railroad they not 
only were faced with the problems of renovation but 
also had found themselves removing enormous lengths 
of unnecessary track. 

The Brazilian announcement at Stockholm spurred 
a British firm to undertake operations in 1910. But it 
became a good deal more interested in the readily ac- 
cessible deposits of gold at Caué mountain than that 
of iron ore. Later, however, when the gold became 
more difficult to mine the British tried to obtain con- 
cessions from the Brazilian Government to operate the 
iron ore mines on a long term basis. While the negotia- 
tions dragged on Percival Farquar, an American en- 
gineer, became interested in the mining possibilities 
and was able to obtain an option on most of the 
British holdings until the middle of World War II. 


Present Organization 

The organization of the presently constituted Rio 
Doce project was largely motivated by the exigencies 
of the war. Thus, in the discussions of the Foreign 
Ministers Conference in Rio de Janeiro in 1942 Brazil, 
the United States and Great Britain signed a special 
agreement which stipulated the following: 

1. The British Government agreed to compensate 
the British concession holders of the ore mines and 
hand over the shares to the Brazilian Government. 
Farquar’s claims were met on the same basis. In re- 
turn Britain received ore at $5 a ton. 

2. The United States, through the Export-Import 
Bank, extended a loan of $14,000,000 to improve the 
railroad. 

3. The Rio Doce Valley Company undertook to 
pay off the loan at the rate of 15 cruzeiros (75 cents) 
for each ton of ore shipped from the mine, plus two 
cruzeiros for every ton of ore transported by rail. 

Shortly afterwards the area began to hum with ac- 
tivity. Principal obstacle was the antiquated and 
wholly inadequate means of transportation. Retrack- 
ing and improving the railroad took first priority. In 
addition the railroad administration received 31 steam 
engines, 2 Diesel locomotives, 350 freight cars to haul 
ore, 7 passenger cars, 225 platforms, 200 closed cars 
and 49 metal bridges. 

Area Active 

Before 1942 there were only 3 trains per week, now 
trains are running day and night and plans are under 
way to install 70 new, modern stations to replace the 
former 46. The freight cars stop along specially de- 
signed docks unto which the ore is unloaded, and then 
caught in sloping silos. A powerful machine runs along 
the silos, gathers the ore, weighs it and then pours it 
into the ships. As a consequence of these newly-in- 
stalled operating processes iron-ore shipments are ex- 
pected to reach 1,500,000 tons annually. 

While the United States, with most of its Lake Su- 
perior ore mines exhausted by the needs of the war, 
can now look to Rio Doce to supply the grist for its 
steel mills, Brazil is probing the possibilities of ob- 


taining some of the United States coal in return. Rich 
beyond belief in probably every other resource, Brazil 
is chronically short of coal. Should coal, however, 
begin arriving from the United States much of the in- 
dustrial problems in Brazil would be resolved. 

In the meantime, apart from its significance as a 
world ore center, Rio Doce Valley is being groomed to 
become a model economic development with a view 
of making it unique in all Brazil. Several large com- 
panies have already been organized to found sugar 
mills, as well as iron and steel mills, furniture fae- 
tories, a ceramic plant, and all kinds of other indus- 
trial enterprises, all along the railroad. 


Model Economy 


Although the land is not particularly suitable for 
general agricultural purposes there is much oppor- 
tunity for the development of large scale coffee and 
cocoa plantations. Corn, rice, beans, and various tropi- 
cal fruits can also be raised. There is much timber land 
in the area some of which is already under production 
owing to accessible distribution facilities made avail- 
able by the railroad. 

Besides Itabira, the cite of the Caué Mountain, 
where mining operations are located, other towns are 
rapidly mushrooming about the railway. Colatina, 
Baixo Guandu, Resplendor, Conselheiro Pena and 
Governador Valadares, are thriving communities, hum- 
ming with activity remindful of the frontier days in 
the United States. 

The Brazilian Government through its Servico Es- 
pecial de Satide Publica (Special Public Health Serv- 
ice) is carrying on an intensive campaign to safeguard 
the workers on the railroads as well as the local popu- 
lation against malaria and tuberculosis. Trained health 
workers are engaged in a continuous struggle to ferret 
out the breeding places of the dreaded malaria mos- 
quito. At the same time hospitals have been estab- 
lished to treat the victims of the disease. Special at- 
tention is also being focused on checking the tubercu- 
lar incidence among the mining employees. 

Despite great difficulties housing projects through- 
out the area are also being pushed. Just as soon as 
a construction is completed families are moved in. 
No effort is stinted on making the area healthful and 
completely self-sufficient. 


RIO PORT IMPROVEMENTS 


The construction of 1,500 meters of new docks and 
a thorough dredging of the waters of the port of Rio 
de Janeiro is about to get under way, according to 
Miranda de Carvalho, chief of the port administra- 
tion. He added that new machinery from the United 
States was already enroute and that work would com- 
mence immediately on its arrival. He explained that 
the pile supports for the new docks as well as the re- 
cently acquired cranes would be used just as soon as 
the projected installations are completed. 
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CHEMICAL SCARCITY HITS TANNING 


The shortage of chemicals in Brazil is creating seri- 
ous difficulties in the leather and skin tanning indus- 
tries which depend principally on sodium sulphide 
in the processing operation. A large number of textile 
factories which use sodium sulphide for their anilines 
with a sulphur base are also effected. 

Sodium sulphide is imported from the United States, 
Great Britain and to a lesser degree from Chile and 
Luxemburg. In 1945 Brazil received nearly 899,346 
tons of sodium sulphide, valued at Cr$1,586,582, of 
which 141,830 tons, valued at Cr$264,792, came from 
the United States and 757,516 tons, valued at Cr$1,- 
$21,790, arrived from Great Britain. 

Stocks Exhausted 

Despite the fact that imports of this chemical in the 
following vear tripled the volume of 1945, stocks were 
exhausted rapidly. Sodium sulphide imports for 1946 
totalled 2,184,428 tons valued at Cr$3,995,900. 

The shortage of these chemicals is expected to con- 
tinue since neither the United States nor Great Britain 
have extended any hope of filling incoming orders from 
abroad owning to the pressure of domestic needs. 

The Brazilian Government Trade Bureau in New 
York will consider all offers of sodium sulphide for 
export to Brazil. Communications to that effect should 
be addressed to José Bettencourt Machado, Trade 
Development Section. 


BRAZIL GETS 53,000 U. S. TRUCKS 


Brazil will receive 53,000 trucks from the United 
States in 1947, or more than half of the 100,000 trucks 
destined for world export during the current year, ac- 
cording to the Brazilian Minister of Finance. More 
than 4,000 vehicles are already in the port of Santos, 
Brazil, and another 6,000 are enroute from the General 
Motors factories, the Minister declared. 

The Brazilian Government announced that it will 
remove all technical obstacles in the unloading of the 
cargo to expedite the distribution. In this connection 
it has announced the discontinuance of the control 
exercised by the Export and Import Department of 
the Banco do Brasil which heretofore supervised the 
distribution of the vehicles. The Government is of the 
belief that direct delivery by the export companies 
and agencies would hasten the distribution of the 
motor vehicles. 

The Minister of the Interior declared that among 
the reasons for the present skyrocketing price levels 
in Brazil is the lack of an adequate means of distribu- 
tion, largely because of a shortage of vehicles. With 
the incoming consignment of cars, the Minister said, 
the situation is expected to be greatly improved since 
food and materials would be moved with greater speed 
and more volume to the areas where scarcity now 


prevails.

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COMMERCE, INDUSTRY INTENSIFY ACTIVITY 


A national economic survey completed early this 
vear by the Brazilian Geographical and Statistical 
Institute, indicates that business and industrial ac- 
tivity in the middle of 1946 tended to rise. The survey 
was conducted in all the State capitals, the Federal 
District and the principal economic centers, such as 
Sao Paulo, Rio de Janeiro, ete., with May of 1946 
taken as the month of reference. 

The principal findings of this survey in connection 
with business and industrial activity follow. 


Salary Increases 


Commercial establishments in May, 1946, rose to 
7,315 thus increasing in number by 15 over April of 
the same year, while industrial firms climbed from a 
total of 8,854 to 8,915. The sales value of all transac- 
tions which in April totalled Cr$7,785.7 millions rose 
to Cr$8,231.6 millions in May, thereby establishing a 
new record. The value of sales in 1945 scarcely reached 
Cr85,780.5 millions. 

Of the total sales in May, 1946, commercial estab- 
lishments enjoyed Cr$4,783 millions, or 58%, while 
industry’s share amounted to Cr83,448.6 millions, or 
41.9%. When broken down by individual establish- 
ments, those in the commercial group averaged 
Cr8653.9 thousand while the industrials averaged 
Cr$386.8 thousand. 

Sales made to state, municipal and government ad- 
ministrations in May, 1946, reached a total of Cr$216.8 
millions, representing 2.6% of the value of the total 
sales. Commerce took in 559% of this while industry’s 
share amounted to 45%. 


Salary Increases 


Salaries have risen from Cr$789.9 thousand in April 
to Cr$789.3 thousand in May of 1946, thus exceeding 
in value all previous months save for December, 1945. 
Commerce paid out in salaries a total of Cr$205.6 
millions during May while industry contributed 
Cr$583.7 millions, or 74% of the total. 

A more detailed analysis of salary and bonus pay- 
ments indicates that industrial and commercial sal- 
aries totalled Cr$598,521 millions while bonuses and 
commissions amounted to Cr$50,428 thousand. Brok- 
ers and other intermediaries received Cr$140,305 thou- 
sand, thus the grand total amounted to Cr$784,254 
thousand, 


Profits and Dividends 


Profits and dividends reached Cr$172 millions in 
May as compared to Cr$214.2 millions the month 
previous, and Cr$171.5 millions in May, 1945. Indus- 
try took the lion’s share of the May profits, namely 
Cr$123.6 millions, while commerce took in Cr$48.4 


millions. 
Commerce and industry contributed Cr$170.5 mil- 
lions and Cr$289.5 millions, respectively, in taxes, or 


28.3 thousand on an average per unit. Of the Cr$460.- 
021 millions relative to various taxes, 21.82% were 
spent on import duties, 46.96% on consumers taxes 
and 7.64% on interest, ete.

Thus Sao Paulo and the Federal District dominated 
with 74.88% of the total sales while the other centers 
held only 15.84%. Six lesser centers participated only 
to the extent of 6.85% while ten major areas lagged 
behind with 2.43% of the total. 

Sao Paulo and the Federal District enjoyed 68.60% 
of the total value of commercial sales and 83.59% in 
industrial transactions in May, 1946. The South and 
East of Brazil led in business activity while the North 
and Northeast lagged behind, with the Center-west 
reflecting the least progress.

RICE IN EXPORTS 


Within the space of 30 years Brazil has changed 
from an importer of rice to that of a substantial ex- 
porter. Although favorable conditions for the cultiva- 
tion of rice can be found all over Brazil it was not un- 
til 1917 that the country began to emphasize produc- 
tion to the point where rice began to grow into a 
significant national export item. 

Rice plantations occupy an area of more than 1,000,- 
000 hectares with an annual production totalling ap- 
proximately 30,000,000 bags. In the States of Rio 
Grande do Sul and Sao Paulo, where rice plantations 
are operated on a large scale, up-to-date agricultural 
methods are employed and a strict selection of seeds 
is made before sowing. 

In the northern States rice is planted from Janu- 
ary to May while in the southern areas sowing goes 
on from August to December. Harvesting gets under 
way five months after sowing. 

Brazilian rice exports grew in mammoth propor- 
tions. In 1928 there were only 739 tons of rice shipped 
for export. This represented a monetary value of 
Cr$1,087. In 1939 this rose to 60,404 tons. In 1944 
production hit an all-time high with 149,797 tons al- 
located for export, valued at Cr$331,200. Great Britain 
is Brazil’s chief customer.

Industrial Exhibition in Brazil 

An International Exhibition of Industry and Com- 
merce will be inaugurated in June, 1947, under the 
auspices of the Brazilian Government, at the Quitan- 
dinha Hotel in Petropolis, the State of Rio de Janeiro. 

This exhibition, authorized by Decree-Law No. 
9,880 of September 15, 1946, will be open to industrial 
and commercial firms from all parts of the world, and 
will remain open for ten years. 

The exhibition will operate on a rotation system 
enabling no fewer than seven separate displays to be 
shown in the course of each year, thus insuring a con- 
tinuous performance. 

The exhibits will be divided into the following 
sections: 

(a) Textiles, costume modes, leather goods, furs, 
ete. 

(b) Music, radio, optics, cosmetics, perfumes, as 
well as jewelry, watches, sports and toys. 

(c) Machinery in general, electric and mechanical 
equipment and installations, ete. 

(d) Agriculture, foodstuffs, liquors, as well as raw 
materials, mineral and chemical products, plastics, ete. 

(e) Transport, communication, metal industry, 
methods of packing, ete. 

(f) Architecture, decoration, engineering construc- 
tion, illumination, ventilation and the wood industry. 

(g) Fine arts, applied arts, hygiene, medicine, print- 
ing industry, publicity, glassware, porcelain and earth- 
enware, etc. 

Special regulations will permit sales and distribution 
of samples and goods exhibited within the exhibi- 
tion grounds, and for this purpose an office to facilitate 
these transactions will be installed on the premises. 

A five-story building with a floor area totalling 
90,000 square feet will be given over to the exhibit. 
American and European countries will be the chief 
exhibitors. Australia will also take part.

Oil Production Extended 


Brazil will spur the output of combustible oils, and 
plans to increase its nut harvests. The manufacture 
of babacu oils as well as oils from peanuts and other 
nuts is to be extended, according to word from the 
Department of Agriculture. Recently the United 
States Government. has advised Brazil of the desir- 
ability of increasing the production of Brazilian oils 
from the babacti nut, the soya bean, ete., in view of 
the world shortage of these products. 

The Brazilian authorities are considering an offer 
made by the United States to deliver agricultural ma- 
chinery and fertilizers to facilitate this work. 


Textile Machinery Sought 

Textile machinery continues to be in great demand 
in Brazil, particularly in the Sao Paulo district, the 
center of the textile industry. In recent years, particu- 
larly during 1945, Switzerland topped the list of ex- 
porters in textile machinery. In the second half of 
1945 Switzerland exported 52% of the total, the United 
States 26.5%, Spain, 11% and Great Britain 10.5%. 

Switzerland has sent more new machinery than 
either the United States or Great Britain. A factor in 
the reduction in the use of United States machine 
products is the Brazilian law barring used machinery 
which had been coming into the country in great 
volume.

Rayon Export Ban Lifted 

Rayon textiles are now free to be exported from 
Brazil, according to a statement made by the Minister 
of the Treasury. Declaring that the rayon textile 
stocks appear to be sufficient in volume to accommo- 
date the domestic Brazilian market, the Minister said 
that the decree-law, No. 9,647 of August 22, 1946, pro- 
hibiting the export of this product would be lifted. 
He added, however, that the Export-Import Depart- 
ment of the Banco do Brasil, which controls the move- 
ment of rayon textiles will still continue to exercise 
its authority as a regulating force in order to assure 
domestic stability of the market and to prevent any 
abnormal price fluctuations.

Rubber Products 

In 1938 Brazil was importing 4,000 tires at the cost 
of Cr$45,000,000. Since 1943 Brazil began exporting 
inner tubes and other rubber products. 

In 1944 the export of inner tubes reached a total 
of 5,020 tons valued at Cr$150,436,000. In January 
through September of 1946 exports were reduced to 
1.449 tons with a value of Cr849,211,000, or Cr$34,- 
559,000 less than in the same period of 1945. Among 
the manufactures that increased in 1946 were glass- 
ware, which rose from a total of 528 tons to 2,330 tons, 
as well as several items of wood manufacture.

Dairy Production 
The National Dairy Institute is making steady prog- 
ress in development despite numerous obstacles. Stat- 
istics disclose that dairy establishments have risen 
from a total of 2,183 in 1943, to 2,512 in 1946.

Income Tax Returns 

There were 116,309 income taxe returns filed in Rio 
de Janeiro this year with Cr8690,000,000 paid, accord- 
ing to figures released by the Income Tax Collector's 
Office. This marks an increase in both the number of 
declarations returned as well as the amount paid 
over last year when declarations totalled 93,616 and 
the payments amounted to Cr$640,000,000.
